Slagel riddled the oodles with 
bullets after murder, then threw the bodies of 
the two Adalrs over a cliff one hundred feet 
and was about to throw tbat of Clayburne 
over the same place when ho was frightened 
away. Clavbrne lived long enough to men- 
tion Slagcl's name and give a clew to the 
murderer.

of great destitution of families ot victims, 
adopted A joint resolution authorizing the 
government to ascertain the approximate 
amount of money necessary to relieve linme 
dllte want'. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 14 —DIrccU/rs of 


the Southwest Virginia Improvement com 
pany, owners of the mine At Pocahontas, Va., 
have adopted resolutions authorizing the su 
perlntend»nts of the mines to take all neces 
sary means to ameliorate the sufferings of the 
wounded and furnish food and clothing to 
families of the dead and Injured. The intro- 
duction of electric lights In the mines to 
guard against a repetition of tbe disaster is 
being considered. 


The following dispatch from the superin- 


tendent of (he mine has been received: "We 
make a dc-sperate attempt to get iu to-night 
have a temporary fan up. Indications are the 
mine is on fire; will know in a few hours and 
If found to be tbe case will seal all tbe open- 
lines at once and fill the mine with steam; 
have five boilers placed ready and steam pipe 
will be on baud by 11 p. in. Mo lives were 
saved. No one cab live In tbe atmosphere 
Inside. The railroad company are giving me 
every assistance; have also physicians. I 
tme wired the superlnlen dent at Midlothian 
for advice and help. He Is on his way iu a 
special with 17 men, My men are nearly 
played out, chiefly from the effects of after- 
damp. 


A later dispatch from the superintendent 


says: 'Tnu expert mining engineers arrived 
this morning *nd agreed that the bodies could 
not be recovered unless tbe mine could be 
sealed and the fire smothered." 


CK.VTRAr, Va., March 14.—News of the 


frlghttul explosion in the Pocauon<«« coal 
mine spread rapidly throughout the surround 
ing section, and to-day crowds have been 
flocking to the scene of the disaster. A visit 
to tbe mines this morning presented a spec- 
tacle which baffles all description. Fron 
mountain peak to mountain base wereevi 
deuces of tbe frightful havoc wrought by the 
explosion. Hill sides In every direction were 
strewn with debris. Tbe very tiocj on tbe 
mountain side* that have withstood 
the 


sUnuis of ages were shriveu, torn *"d blasted 
•id tbelr branches scattered in every_direc- 
tion. 
Portions of the wieck were blom, 


clear over tbe mormtatn ridge. The black- 
ened and rent overcoat of a d$ad miner was 
picked' up in a

tbe vicinity were more or less wrecked "nd 
those in the line of the mine approaches com- 
pletely demolished. 
The windows In tbe 


bouse of a faiuer two miles off were broken. 
Gulches In front ot the mines are filled with 
wreckage. Tbe IVy.»hont** mines embrace a 
distance of twenty-five miles In chambers »nd 
galleries. There are five entrances, all filled 
with foul fir, which renders recovery of dead 
bodies Impossible. The farthest entry effect- 
ed was by tbe Hungarian whose son 
bulled In the mines. Nearly crazy with grief

On the contrary experienced en- 
gineers say they have never known a case 
of explosion from striking gas fissures In a
